There is an exact analogy between the man- 
nerin Which man gains control over the earth 
and over the finer and subtler elements of the 
unseen planet—and, indeed, analogy is almost 
too poor a word, as the stronger term homol- 
ogy will often better apply. 


Examples of concentration of desire, then of.
